Water Supply. 
The water supply of the district is derived from the 


Chesterfield Gas & Water Board main and also from wells. 


The Supply is very satisfactory - 276 houses are connected. 


During the year three samples of water were examined by the 
County Analyst. Two ef theso were from wells at ono farm 


and neither was considered satisfactory - a Supply from 


the weter main was to have been insisted on. ‘The third 


sample was said to be "fairly satisfactory."

Drainage and sowage. 
There ars two sewage farms, one at Holymoorside and 


one at Cutthorpe = 214 houses are connected with the main 


dreins. fhe other houses are served either by having 
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stumps, or privy-middens and ash-pits, these being dealt 
with by routine enptying. 
' No moveable ash-bings have been provided during the year, 
and this should be done in every case. 
During the year there were 28 deaths ~ 14 of these 
were over 70 years of age ~- 7 botween 45 and 70 — tivo 
between 20 and 30 ~ one between 10 and 20 and two under 
one year. There were four deaths from Influenza. The 
Infantile deaths were due to bronchitis and congenital 
wealmess. 
The births registered numbered 41 - el boys and 20 
Siris. Only one birth was illegitimate.

Measles 
is no longer notifiable, as the advantages accruing from 


the notification were very small. 


Influenza. 
Influenza made its re-appearance during February - the 
epedemic was not of such severity as that which ocourred 
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in the previous November, 
No further outbreaks occurred during the year and the 
latter half ef the year was particularly free from any 


epedemic infectious complaints. 


Sanitary Conditions. 

In my previous report I brought te the notice of the 
Gouncil the advisability ef arranging for the conversion 
Where possible ef all Privy-midéens to We0's, and wh 
this is not practicable to insist on pail-closets, and 
the provision of sanitery ash-—bins. 

To satisfactorily scavenge any district it must be 
done methodically, and until this is done the conditions 
Will not be thoroughly setisfactory. | 

The sewage beds still require attention and repairing, 


otherwise they will soon become very dilapidated. 


Housing. 

As you are aware, the Council has proceeded with the 
Housing scheme = the initial stage being the erection 
ef six houses in Holymoorsides Phere is no doubt that 
as lany houses as could be erested would very quickly 
find occupiers, I think the Ceuncil should lay them 
sizes out to attract the house owner — that is, the 
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man who wishes to own his own house ~ good building 
Sites, good drainage facilities, good water supply an# 
gas or electricity. 
During the year I condemned one house — situated a

holters about the insanitary condition of their houses.
